W ith the .single exception ot 
Admiral Dewey, “ Fighting Bob 
Evans was undoubtedly the best

known since the heroes of the 
Civil War period passed from 
active life. 
Admiral Evans In 
recent years has been known as 
the reliable man of the navy, 
for there was alw ays assurance 
that he would discharge his du
